here as a bold step to secure a defi­ 
nite understanding of tho ship liquor 
question, perhaps through a test case 
in American courts. 
While legal experts apparently are 
in agreement that there is ample au­ 
thority under the doctrine of exclu­ 
sive jurisdiction In American terri­ 
torial waters for United States offi­ 
cials to seize the sealed liquor, there 
is not an unanimity of opinion of how 
far this legal right should be assert­ 
ed. 
It was pointed out here today th rt 
under the opinion 
of the 
supreme 
court in the Sischo case it will bo 
necessary 
for the 
captain 
of the 
Olympic to declare to custom offi­ 
cials upon arrival here everything 
aboard, 
including the liquor, even 
though not subject 
to 
importation. 
This, it is held, will constitute notice 
to prohibition enforcement authori­ 
ties of a breach of the treasury regu­ 
lations based on the court’s on n iou 
in the ship liquor case. 
In that de­ 
cision, the court held that beverage 
liquors, even under seal, could not 
be transported or Imported within 
American territorial waters. 
The test of this phase of the case 
may bring to the front another ques­ 
tion, involving the supplies of liquors 
to members cf the diplomatic corps 
here, because the wrhole question of 
immunity of goods under government 
seal conceivably may be raised. The 
diplomatic immunity, it is contended, 
is extended legally to the persons of 
the diplomats 
and 
not 
per se to 
pouches under seal, destined for em­ 
bassies except in the case of official 
documents. 
The question of a strict application 
of this rule, however, is said never to 
have been raised before.

on the mob. 
Bricks were hurled at 
the firemen, and Sheriff Dixon’s re­ 
volver was knocked from his hand.

A detachment of 
machine gunners took position at the 
jail. 
A section of the mob began to 
close in and firing ensued.

Labor, declared In an address here 
today before the 
National 
Wheat 
Conference. An effort is being made 
through the meeting to stabilize the 
wheat growing industry. 
lf wage earners had not organized, 
nobody would have listened to their 
demands and if the farmers expect 
to be listened to, they must do like­ 
wise, Mr. Gompers said. 
“Individual farmers 
have 
fought 
many manifest evils,” he said. "They 
continue to fight. They have devel­ 
oped some organized strength with 
which they fight more 
effectively. 
In some cases farmers have found a 
way to decrease abuses, but in every 
case where progress has been made, 
organization has been the bedrock of 
their strength and progress. 
“Wherever there is organization 
there is a center, a clearing house, 
for gathering and disseminating in­ 
formation of economic experience of 
the manifestations within your oc­ 
cupation. 
“There Is no force in our social 
organization that will not come to 
the council table with the farmers 
when the farmers find the way to 
bring their strength together at that 
table. 
And, let me point out, 
the 
council table Is the goal. 
“The council table means council, 
negotiation and agreement. 
Agree­ 
ment at the council table is native 
to our soil. It is fundamentally our 
way. It is the touchstone of democ­ 
racy. 
Every agreement between or­ 
ganized groups registers 
progress 
and accomplishment. 
Reason finds 
its place at the council table where 
equals come together.”

The other story was of a battle in 
Baldwin between two contending fac­ 
tions of bootleggers for possession 
of 1,000 sacks of whisky, in which 
the police captured the liquor and 
four men. 
The fight in Greenport, according 
to Sheriff Biggs, was the culmina­ 
tion of two days of 
skirmishing, 
which started when a vessel slipped 
into Greenport Sunday morning and 
unloaded her cargo onto trucks. 
The sheriff sent his deputies 
to 
find the liquor. Sidney Smith, a citi­ 
zen, discovered the cache and he 
paid for it by the loss of an ear, 
which was shot off as he stood be­ 
fore the house in which it had been 
stored. 
Sheriff Biggs rushed four deputies 
to the house and seized a truck and 
sixty cases of liquor. 
Word of the 
seizures reached the whisky runners’ 
garrison and a call was sent to New 
York for reinforcements. 
Ten gun­ 
men arrived that evening. 
Meanwhile, the sheriff had sent 
eight men out to capture the strong­ 
hold, but they were driven to cover 
by r n volley from the house.
